CHiPTER I —INTRODUCTION 

GEOGRAPHICAL 

'I’he Manipur State lies between latitude 23 '60' and 25 30' north and 
longitude 93"10' and 94°30' east, and is bounded on the north by the 
Maga Hills, on the east by Burma, on the south by the Chin Hills 
{ Burma ) and the Lusbai Hills and on the west by Caohar. The area 
of the State is 8,638 square miles, some 700 of which form the. central 
valley of Manipur, which is inhabited by Meiteis, Manipnri Musalmans, 
Lois, Nou-Manipuris and some Nagas, such as Eabuis, Marings, etc. The 
remaining area of over 7,938 square miles consists of mountainous and 
hilly country inhabited by Nagas, Kukis and other hill tribes. 

The valley is about 2,600 feet above sea-level with drainage from north 
to south. In the hill area the highest mountains rise to nearly 10,000 
feet above sea -level. 

The principal rivers in the State are the Imphal and the Barak. Of 
these the former with its tributaries drains the valley, the hills immediately 
Murrouudiug it and the southern hills, and the latter the northern and 
western hills. The Imphal river flows through the Chin Hills and the 
Kale valley into the Chindwiii &iver ; the Barak River flows through 
Cachar and the Surma valley into the lower Brahmaputra. 

The valley of Manipur is dotted with lakes and marshes, many of 
which dry up in the hot weather. Some of the largSr lakes, however 
retain water throughout the year, the largest being the Loktak-some 8 
miles long and 5 miles broad after the annual rains. 

POPULATION. 

According to the 1941 census the population of the State was 5,12,127 
of whom 3,37,655 were inhabitants of the Valley, 1,68,483 of the Hilh 
and 6,139 of Jtribam. The piputation of Imphal and its snburbe 
was 1,10,947. 



POLTTICAI.. 

Thi» political movements and labour strikes! in British India had their 
repercussions in the State* BLis Sighness agreed to the sotting up of a 
constitution making tidthinittee Ihdihposed o^ titteials and n on ** 0 facials to 
draft a constitution for the State ; representatives for the Valley were 

returned hy indirect elections held in the five Tahsils and those for the 
Hill were sent up by the President, Manipur State Darbar in whose spe- 
cial responsibility lay the then admini-^tration t)f the Hill. His IlighneBS 
addressed th^' members at tho Palace Darbar Hall and inade known His 
Highness’s intentions. The first meeting of the Coiuinitteo was held on 
the 2dth March, ’47. The draft roust ilutiou was passed by the (llommitteo 
on the 8th May, 4-7. It was a great credit to this Ooininittee that they 
could in such a short time bring out nn aguecl ooiistitutitiii. Manipur 
and her people will owe to them a great debt. 

Kor the first time the State had the experience of strikes hy publu* 
servants. For few days and not siniultaueouslj most oompounders and 

primary school teachers went on strike, the former denmndiug better pay 
scale and the latter, reversal of llio selection of ^ the Drjll In.speetor. 
After some negotiation tho strikers gave up pn ssing hard for their diunand'' 
and returned to work. The civil po)i»*<‘ staff, di'-satistied about pay scale, 
struck off work, but a comproiuiso was affected at tlie iirst hour of 
tho strike, 

GEKKHAL. 

A paddy procurement scheme was started with a mow to put an eud 
to the monopolising of rice trade by .some capitalists of a particular com- 
munity. 'rhis monopoly ha^ resulted in such serious calamities as tho 

‘ Nupi Lan ’ ( Women’s llising ) of The scheme was aimed at 

(1) to provide bolter iu&)mo for ojiltivators and a price of paddy w'faich 
even the poor could pay, and (2) to hold a reserve a.s uii insurance 

against famine and froiu which the cultivators may borrow when flood 

and other natural causes destroy the crops. The scliune furblnr aim^d to 
form a company when tho people could subscribe nearly half of the 
shaves. Thus the people would be brought closer and closer with the 

scheme. 

The balance sheet for the first year is given in the appendix. 

O’h© endeavour to establish a college, started more than ten years 
back, became suoce.s.sful. Aided by the ytate, tho Dhanamanjuri College 
was started with some seventy students only. 

During the year under report the pay scales of all the State servants 
were reviewed and revised completely in order to enable the State to 
abolish the special and dearness allowances paid during the war time. 
Olorks were divid^ into three grades and a clerical Cadre of the w^hol© 
State was introduced. The price of commodities did not fall markedly as 
was expected and dearness allow'ance was to bo continued till after the 

year in the case of State servants drawing less than Hs. 30/- a month. 



The payment of comp^saJ^on was Oe^ua and more than 28 lacs 
was paid. The people olaruour^ vioiently for early payment o£ compensa- 
tion. 

There were two floods at the interval of three naonths only. This was 
historic and never did two floods occur in one year. There was flood in 
Jiriham also. The State afforded relief to the flopd affected areas.

o 1 C (’hauiber of Princes at Delhi. 

With a view to framing a con.stitutnm tor the popular Governance 
of the State of Manipur His Highness made an aiinouiicer.ient to the 
people and •uldre'-sed tli{_^ Constitution JMaking Committee Members oi» 
10-r.-d7. 

His Highness made certain limitation to the export of rice from 
Manipur for the last three cousecutivo year.s afraid lest thei o might be 
ahortugo owing to flood in the respi'otive years. 

In recognition of His Highness’ firm stand and the allied hidps and 
service rendered by His Highne-s and his subjects tlie amount of tribute 
of Rs. 50,000/- was remitted in pei petuity and His Highness was awaji^d 
the India Service Medal and the War Medal. 

In honour of the sad demise of His Highness Maharaja Manikya Sir 
Bir Bikram Kisljore JDev Varnia Bahadur, K. C. S. I., ]\laharaja of 
Tripura, all State Offices and Schools w'cre (flosed for two days the 10th 
and 20th May, 1947 and all amusements were suspended throughout the 
State on 19th' and 20th May, 1947. His Highness participated in the 
Sradha Ceremony of the late Maharaja with three Kirton Palas inspite 
of his ill health.

GENEEAL ADMINISTRATION. 

During the year under report Capt. F, F. Pearson, I. P. 8. was President 
of the Manipur State Darbar. ^ 

The administrative Darbar held 44 me*tings. A list of British Indian 
Aoooiiuts Rules and Ordinances introduced in the State during the year 
under report is given in A|ipeadix LI 11 and that of high. State Officials 
in Appendix I. 

LASD REVENUE AND RESETTLEMENT OPERATIONS. 

Bjt. U. K. Setu Singh, B. A. Sub-deputy collector took the charges of 
bodlr IMM .EeveaAe Officer aad Jjand Settlement Officer throughout tdM 
jetHLMiAa mpQKti 1& addfiltea to hit work he hold die charge of pad|4|r 
Oldougl^^ fto year. 
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Sjt. Prafulla Chandra Deb, B. A., Sub-deputy Collector held the charge 
of the Re-settleirient operation of Manipur State. He is known art Settle- 
ment Officer, He took the charge of case work of Imphal West Tahsil 
with effect from (>-2-4(7 by the order of the President, Manipur State Darbar. 

The management of the Office was entrusted to the Lainl Kovenuo Officer. 

Office Staff : — Tlie Office Staff has been nuinintc with 8 permanent 
clerks and 14 chaprassis, 6 clerks and r> (ffiaprassis wi're transforred to 5 
Tahsils with effect from loth June, 1947 by the order of the xh’esidout, 
Manipur State Darhar. 

Field Staff' : — The Field Staff' has liecn running with 5 Kanangoos and 
32 Amins and 5 chaprassis, 1 assistant Kauarigoe, 1 Amin and 1 chaprn- 
ssi in the Imphal West Tahsil and 2 Amins in the Imphal East Tahsil 
were engaged temi)orarily during the } ear under report. 

In the Darayahadi Survey 4178 Dighns ( I4H0-3l{o Acres ) of land were 
measured and G,7i>,8()0 Higbas ( 2,23,.’)i)2'()r)0 Acres ) of land were already 
under Rayatwari Settlement. 

Oolleclion staff : — The collection staff has boon running with 5 I'ahsil- 
dars, 41 clerkvS and 78 peons up to 14th. June ID 17 and from loth. 
June 19 17 the Staff has been added 5 clerks and (Tiaprassis from 
the OHieo Staff. T'wo learned peons were ajipointecl in Imphal 'West 
Tah.sil Office for realisation of shop-site revenue during the ytMi- under 
report. 

The rate of asse.ssruout of Land Uevenue of Rayatwari lands has been 
increased (OO'Ai the pre-war rate of Land Revenue and free land.s are 

assessed R*. 4J per Pari vide D. R No. 11 of 25-9-40. The percentage 
of current Revenue collection in the valley during the year was 59'070. 
Receipts excluding Ks. 788-3 credited after the year closed, totalled 

fti, 6,28,208/- and comprised of Rs. 94,408 - of arroar demand and 
Re. 583, Bo,')/- of the current demand, Re. 14,072/- of arrear demand and 

Re, 1,29,34 1-'- of the current demand being remitted as flood da)nagod 

and irrecoverable Keuiissiou thus totalled Re. 1,43, -HO/-. 

Sale cases in respect of 38,548 defaulting estates were instituted in 
order to realise R». 1,30,324/-. Of this amount Rs. 72, (>12 - w'as realised 
before the date of sale and Re. 7,280/- by sale. Rs. 7,072/- being remit- 
ted as irrecoverable. During the year sale cases in respect of 24,610 

estates were disposed of and cases in respect of 13,927 remained pending. 

' ^nd Settlement ca ses for disposal numbered 36,223 of this 12,443 
were finished and 22,780 remained pending. The figures of case work are 
given in Appendices No. vii, iv, vi and of Land Revenue collection in 

Appendix No. XI. 

Sjt. P. C- Dejbj Sub. Dy. Collector. Assam, who joined here us 

Rfl ^ement Office r on 24-6-46, was in charge of the resettlement Operations 
for the valley. The operations commenced this year wdth the theodolite 
traverse survey of Imphal 'West Tahsil, which was completed by a batch 
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of surveyors from the Assam Survey Department. All the traverse statkms, 
were secured by Puoea pillars. The total cost inodrre^ on this aooount 
was fe. 32,227-1-1 P. only. 

CLAIMS OFFICE 

1. The State Compensation Department continued under the Control of 
Capt. Pearson, the then Chief Minister up to 11th Aug’ 1947. It was 
closed down on 12th Aug* 47, the whole business being left to the new 
Organisation which started from the 10th Sept’ 47, under the control of 
Capt. Priyabrata Singh, B. A., the new Chief Minister. 

2. During the year under report Sjt. W, Yumjao Singh, Ex-Minister 
was the Claims Officer and Sjt. H, Birahari Singh, B, A., A/P, M. 8. I). 
(S. O.) and Sjt. K. K, Setu Singh, B. A., L U. O. worked as Addl. C. Os. 
and rendered every possible assistancse to this Department by undertaking 
laborious Compensation works in addition to their own duties. 

3. Assessment of the so-called “14,000 Claims” for Tlequisition Area>s 
was completed by this Department and approved by the A/L. FI. I). O. 
4510 Claims for Eviction and Box Area for 86 Villages could be assessed 
by the Tahsildars. Only a few of them l>eing chocked ( lOV/ checking) 
by the former Claims Officer and the i est left to the new Organisation. 

4. (a) RENTAL. 

A sum of Us. 60,366/- was paid on account of llontal to 1246 (claimants 
during the whole year. I'his year opened with an opening balance of 
Rs, 6,857/- and closed with a balance of Rs. 1,547/- on the 30th Juno’ 47. 
(b) COMPENSATION 

Rs. 28,66,216/- was paid as compensation to 3t)06 claimants during the 
year under report. This account opened with a balance of Rs. Nil 
and clo.sod with a balance of Rs. Nil on the 30th June’ 47. 


CHAITEK III— PEOTECTION. 

JIILITAKY TOtJOK. 

Sjt. Dhanachandra Singh, Superintendent of Police, Manipur State held 
the charge of the Military Police department throughout the year. 

Sjt. Sagolsem Gandhar Singh remained as Subedar of the S. M. P. 
until 9-1-47 and Sit. Salam Borajao Singh acted as Subedar from )0'l-47 
npto the end of the year. 

The strength has been increased by a band-party of 16 men during 
the year.

The total cost of the mainteuanoe of the force was Rs. 60,988/6/6/-. 
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CIVIL POLICE 

SjL Danaohandra Singh> Superintendent of Police, Manipur State held 
the charge of the Civil Police Department throughout the year under 
review. 

The sanctioned strength wore 1 Superintendent of Police, 1 Inspector 
of ’Police, 9 Sub-Inspectors of Police, 26 Asst. Sub-Inspectors, lO Head 
Constables and 102 Police Constables ( i. e. 10 L. C. s & 92 J^. C. s ) whieb 
include 1 Head Constable and 6 Constables for traffic Control sanctioned, 
vide D. R. No. I of 3-4- tO. 

There was also a sanctioned strength of 248 village Choukidars ( 12 
of them at Jiribam ) giving a ratio of l^olice, including village Choukidars, 
to valley population of one to 926.39. 

There were Police Stations — one at Itnphal, one at Bishenpur, 
one at Mayang- Itnphal, one at Thoubal and another at Jiribam. Besides 
these, there were Police Out Posts — one at Mao, one at Kangpokpi and 
another at Pallel. Further an additional Out Post was opened at .\Inreh, 
during the year under report ever since tlu; opening of a Ba»ar at Moreh. 

As the terms of entortaiumeut of a temporary Price-Control Staff, 
consisting of 2 A- S. l.s and 2 P. C.s sanctioned, vide D. R. No. 32 of 
20.2-46 expired on 30fch September, 1916, the Staff was disbanded with 
effect from 1-10-40. 

Of the total cost of He. 1,44,477/6/9 a sum of Ks. 1,20,601/11/- was 
spent on establishment pay, fb. 4890/2/- on S. P.’s pay, 2,167/14/- on 
Estt. T. A., H8.867/2/- on S. P.* s T. A., 88.16,3/10/5/9 on contingencies and 
Hfi. 616/4/- on pay of Temporary Price-Control Staff. 

Two appendices are appended hereudth giving particulars of crimes 
committed during the year aiid of the work done by the Police to 
suppress crime, vide Appendices XIV and XV. 

JUDICIAL 

The Judicial Department of the State comprises within its fold the 
Chief Court, the Cheirap Courts, the Sadar Panchayet Courts, the court 
of MoU!<:adar at Jiribam and 13 Rural Panebayets. The Chairman, 
Chief Court, was the head of the Department and in the year ending 
30th June, 1947, Mjt. Kamakhya Ram Borooah, B. L., held office as the 
Chairman, Chief Court. 

During the year under report, the number of the courts in the 
Department remained as before. But with effect from 6-12-46, the 
Chief Court was split up into two Benches of which Sjt. Kamakhya Ram 
Borooah and Sjt. R. K. Bhaskar Singh constitute the First Bench, and 
Sjt. Lairenmayum Iboongohal Singh, B. L. and Sjt. Mayeogbam Radha- 
mohon Singh, B. A. form the Second Bench. Some change in the personnel 
of the DepM*tm«at took place. Sjt. Radbanmhun Singh, B. A. was appointed 
on &-B-46 as the officiating 4th Judge^ Chief Court. Sjt. B. K. Nilawaoi Singh* 
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Hegistrar, Chief Court, retired from the service with effect ' from 16'4-47 
and in his place Sjt. Lairihyenglam IMadhoh Chsndra Bay, B. L^. a 
ffrst oificiated as Kegiutrar, Chief Court, and was permanently appointed 
as such on 19-6-47. In the Cheirap and S. P. Courts, Sjt, Kbaideni 
Nongyai Singh, President, Cheirap Second Court, went on retirement 
from the service on 1-8-40. In the vacancy Sjt. Hijatn Ansrouha Sin^h, 
B. A. officiated as President, Cheirap Second Court, Sjt. Tboiinaojan 

Koireng Singh, Member of 8. P. Court, was promoted to Cheirap Secono 
Court to fill up temporarily the post vacated by Sjt. 11. Angoubs 

Singh, and in place of Sjt. Koireng Singh, Sjt. Ningthoujam Nabakuniai 
Singh, B. A, Peshkar, Chief Court officiated ns Member of S. P. Court, 
and Sjt. Abanthem Totnbi Singh officiated as President, S. P. Second 
Court. The posts of Sjt. H. Angouba Sin"h, ns President, of Cheirap 
Second Court, Sjt. A. Tombi Singh, as member of S. P. Second (/'oiirt, 
Sjt. Th. Koireng Singh, as Member, Cheirap Second (’ourt, and Sjt, 

N. Nabakumar Singh, as Member, S. P. Second Court, were made jjer- 

manent on 17-6-4.7. 

During the year under report, Sjt, K. K. Borooah wont on tour on 
5 days, Sjt. R, K. Bhaskar Singh, on -1 days, Sjt. L. M. Iboongohal Singh, 
on ]1 days, Sjt. M. Jiadhamohon Singh, on •'> days, and Sjt. li. K. Nil- 
mani Singh, on !) days. 

The territorial jurisdiction of the Cheirap and S. P. Courts remained 
as in the previous year, hut the pecuniary jurisdiction of S. 1*. Court 
was enhanced temporarily upto Bs. 2,Oi'()^-vido 1). R. ISId. 10 of 9-1-47.

JAIL. 


There is only one Jail in the State, it is at Imphal. It was opened 
in 1692 and has a capacity of 300 male prisoners and 1 6 female prisoners. 

During the year under report Sjt. Sougaijain Somorendra Singh B. A, 
continued to hold the charge upto 13-G-47 and Mr. Maulavi Quazi "Wali 
Ulla B, A. offg. Darbar Member held the charge froru 14-6-47 upto the 
end of the year. 

The Jail Staff con-sist of 1 Jailor, 4 Asst. Jailors, 1 Chief Head War- 
der, 4 Head Warders, 4 Senior Warders, 27 W’^arders including 6 literates, 
10 tempor'ary Warders, 2 Female Warders and 1 Barber.

CHAPTEE IV — PEODUCTION 

PRISS 

Sjt. M. Badhamohon Singh, B. A., Offg. Darbar Member and M, K. 
Priyabrata Singh, Captain, B. A., Darbar Member, were in charge of the 
State Press, the former upto 5th August, 46 and the latter for the rest 
of the year. Sjt. L. Gopal Singh, B. A. continued to be the Superin- 
tendent throughout the year. 

The State Press had three printing machines : one double-demy Whar- 
fedale, one half-demy Chandler & l*rioe and one half-foolscap hand press, 
and one Gestetner Botary Duplicator besides various other machines for 
cutting, ruling, paging and perforating. 

The strength of employees remained at thirty-four on the last day of 
the year. 

The State Administration Report, the State Budget, books, forms and 
other requirements of the State were printed at the State Press. All 
blank books for the State ofiices were ruled and made here. Court Fee 
Stamps worth about Be. 1,10,000 and text books ( for State Schools ) 
numbering nearly 1,00,000 were also printed at the State Press. Besides, 
question papers for public examinations and requirements for some Govern- 
ment of India offices and public bodies were also printed. 

The sale proceeds of books supplied by the State Press amounted to 
about Be. 20,000. 

Despite the shortages of accommodation, paper, machinery and printing 
materials, this year’s out-put was muoh more than that of a normal year.

FOBteSTRY 

Charge : — Sreejut Waikhom Chaoba Singh, B. A., Member, 'Manipur 
State Darbar continued to hold charge of the Manipur State Forest 
Department throughout the whole year under report. He was on tour 
for 7 5 days. 

Sreejut R. K. Bijoychandra Singh, B. A., D. D. R. continued to hold 
charge of the post of the State Forest Officer in his officiating capacity 
throughout the whole year under report. He wat. on tour for 75 days. 

Sreejut Moirangthem Ounamani Singh continued to hold charge of 
the Jirimukh Range Office in his officiating capacity as Range Officer 

throughout the whole year under report. He was on tour for 49 days. 

Cases ; — There were 68 oases pending at the beginning of the year 
and during the year under report 1104 cases wefe filed and reporhjd. 

Out of these cases, 1048 were disposed of and 124 eases remained pending 
in the evening of the 30th. June, 1947. Over and above these there 
were 43 Offence Reports pending at the beginning of the year and 181 
Offence Reports were reported duping the year under report. Out of 
these Offence Reports 123 Offence Reports were disposed of and 50 
Offence Reports remained pending. 69 Notices, 696 Parawanas and 75 
Warrants were issued during the year under report. 2 Appeals were 

preferred against, the orders of the Forest Member, Manipur State Darbar. 

Reserves : — One State Forest Reserve namely Ehamelldk Owaltab! 
Reserve (vide D. R. No. 15 of 7-8-'46) was constituted during the year 
under report aud there wan no change in the working plan. The collec- 
tion under this head including the sale of fuel coupes was Bs. 56,795/- 
as against the sum of Bs. 7,424/9/- collected in the previous year. This 
increase in collection is mainly due to the sale of some of the timber 
and i^cl Mahals of the Reserves constituted during the last year in 

addition to the then existing Mahals.

Jiri Borak Forests ;— The Jiri-Borak Forests continued to be run by 
the State through her own Forest Department. The royalty received from 
the Divisional Forest Officer, Oachar Division on account of the 4 share 
of the royalty collected by him on the Forest produce of Jiri-Borak Forests 
was Rs. 7,485/14/- as against the sum of Rs. 6,470/5/- in the previous 
year. The royalty and monopoly fee collected at Jirimukh Range Office 
and Jirighat Beat Office were Rs. 77,762/8/6/- as agaiust the sum of 
Rs. 29,529/8/- collected in the previous year. The inacces'ible five Blocks 
namely Block Nos. XV, XVI, XVll, XVIU and XIX which repaaiped 
unsold from the very beginning of selling Jjri Borak Blocks, were sold 
for 3 yoars Ijegiuning from 1st January, 1947 ending on 3lst December, 1949. 

Monopoly : — ,lade mine remained unsold as before. The collection from 
the sale of Agar, Rlephant tusk, Orchid Mahals etc. was Rs. 9U5/— and 
a sum of Rs. 515/- remained uncollected. 

Lime pits : — The Manipur Lime pits were sold on monopoly basis as 
bebirc. The sale proceeds of this monopoly was Rs. 1,600/- as against the 
.sum of Re. 6,900/- collected during the previous year. 

Misc. Forest Kovenue: — The system of issuing permits to cut bulliek 
and timlHits from the Hill Open reserves according to the recommendation 
of the Hill Authorities on payment of monopoly fee fixed in consultation 
with tbe said authorities was introduced. Issuing of permits from the 
unedassed State Forests in the valley ( i. e. Khasland ) on payment of 
monopoly fee and royalty and the realisation of surcharge fee on forest 
produce were also continued. The revenue collected under this head 
during the year under report was Re. 24,422/2/3 as against the sum of 
Re. 7,96.Vl3/9 collected during the previous year. 

Compounding fee : — Compounding fee realised from tbe acewped entangled 
in Forest Offence oases was Rs. 2,173/14/- as against the sum of Ra. 1,836/4/6 
collected in the previous year. 

Tera Mahal: — Tera Mahals were sold by public auction as before. The 
revenue collected under this head ainonnted to Ra, 2,766/- as against the 
sum of Rs. 1,476/- collected in the previous year. 

Beceipt and Expenditure ; — The total sum of Forest Reveaue collected 
during the year under report was Rs. 2,11,818/56/6 inolndiug salt Revenue, 
house rent, Fine etc. and the actual exponditure was Rs. 4^406/7/6 inclu- 
ding salt oontingencies. 

Salt Itovenue : — The revenue of ISfanipuri salt is realised auotioniD^ 
the salt wells individually. The salt revenue collected daBing’ the year 
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under report was Bs. 1^920/- m against tbe sum of As« 2»043/* ooHeoted 
in the previoos year. 

A statement showing the collection of Forest and salt Bevenues for 
the year 1946-47 is enclosed.

FISHERIES 

The State fisheries lie mostly in the southern half of the valley. They 
number 892 and range from small village fisheries to extensive ones. 
These are under the control of the President, Manipur State Darbar 

( Mr. F. F. Pearson, i. r. s., m. n. e. ). Particulars about the income made 

to the State during the year under report from fishery auction Sale are 
given in i^ppendix XXXY, Miscellaneuns collection. 

The number of fisheries mentioned above includes free and cancelled 
ones. The big fisheries are Waithou Soirel/Waithou Phumnon, Ningthiba- 
kbong, Leitang, Yangoi, Kbarungpat and Ikop. 

During the year under report, in the month of October, 19(1.0 all the 
big fisheries, middle class ones and some small ones were affected by the 
untimely flood which occurred during the fishing Season and carried out 
all the fish from the fisheries. This greatly affected the fishery revenue 
and the lessees of the big and middle class fisheries could not make 
money from their fisheries and pay their Kists. I'hcy left big arrears 

unpaid. In some cases it w'as also reported that some lessees paid their 

lease value in full in order to save their prestige though they sustained 
a great loss. 

Most of the State fisheries have also been damaged by Water- hyacinth 
which has lessened the production of fish in the State. The fishery De- 
partment ih always trying to destroy such vegetation growing in the State 
Fisheries ; and even then the vegetation is increasing year by year. 

The P. M. S. D.’s power in the original fishery cases was transferred 
to L. K. 0. ( Fisheries ) on 18-0-47, vide D. B. No. 12 of 18-6-47 ; and 
an appeal from the order of L. B. O. ( Fisheries ) lie to the Revenue 
Tribunal w'hose decision is final. 

The Revenue Minister, the then P. M. S. D. is responsible to the State 
Council in all administrative matters connected with the fishery. 

The Fishery Court has its own Misc., Civil and Execution oases. 

FCREIGNERS’ OFFICE 

1, Charge S — Maulavi Quasi Mahamed Waliullah, B. A. Foreigners Member 
of the State Darbar continued to hold charge upto the 12th June, 1947. 
Sjt. S. Somorendra Singh B. A. Minister, State Council held charge from 
the l3th Juno 1947 upto the end of the year under report. Maulavi 

Quazi Mahamed WaliuUa was on tour for 33 days and Sjt. S. Somorendra 
Singh for 1 day. 

There are five main branches in the works of the Foreigners’ Depart- 
ment viz (1) Foreigners Tax and Grazing Fees (II) Income Tax and 
Trading Licence fees (III) Cattle Export (IV) vSale Tax on Cigarettes 
and Biris and (V) Cart Tax. 

The total collection of the Department w'as Rs. 4,20,609-15'9 against 
the budget estimate of Rs. 3,00,000 in the year under report. Besides

The total demand was therefore Hs. 8419/12/-. 

During the year Ba. 638/8/- of the arrear demand and Ks, 5963/18/0 
of the current demand in all Bs. 0602/4/- were oolleeted a.s against 
Bs. 0317/1/- collected in the previous year. The total amount remitted 
in the year under report was Hs. 1267/. 

3. Income tax and trading licence fees : — Income Tax is levied from 
both foreigners and State subjects. Profits are reckoned ou the turn over 
of the assessees and Income Tax is levied on the profits so calculate i at 
the rates in force m India. Piofits are assumed at 20/^ of the total 
proceeds of the annual transaction. Trading Lic'ence Fe(‘.s arc chargeable 
on the foreigners trading in the State at Be. 25/- and Be. 10/- a year 

according to the size of the business in addition to any income tax 

payable. Trading Licence Fees for a year are payable within the same 
year. 

The year opened with au arrear demand of Be. 7,29,193/11/3. The 
current demand was Bs. 9,13,422 6-3 against tb. 9,26,496-14-3 of the pre- 
vious year. 

During the year under report Be. 95,245-12-6 of the arrear demand and 
Bs. 39613-3 of the current demand was collected Bs* 7129-8 wa.s remitted 
in the year under review. The demands were revised as result of appeals 
reducing them by B«. 2,38,172/8/-. The out-standing balance ou 30-6-47 

was fi*. 5,41,422-7-9, National ^savings Certificates of the face value of 
Bs. 15,615/- is in deposit towards payment of Income-Tax froin some 
defaulters. 

The low colleotion is due to the fact that the a->8es8ees are war time 
fortunists who have now demanded their paying oapaoiky and partly thp 
progress of colleotion was retarded in drawing proceedings to revise the 
Waiutime aasesament and the question of xealiaataon of Ineome-Te^ dues 
fnom assessees outside the 8tate still vemaios a problem.

6. Sale Tax on Cigarettes and Bin's •* — Sale Tax is imposed on im- 
ported cigarettes at anna on eaoh packet of 10 low brand cigarettes,

packet of 26 Biris. Ss. 2,06,897/7/9 was collected in the year under report. 

6. Cart Tax : — Cart Tax of -/4/- ( annas four ) only is levied on 
each maund of all goods exported from the State except on copper and 
lead on which the Cart Tax is Bs. 2/- per maund. On brass and alu- 
minium a cess of Se. 4/- per maund is levied in addition to Cart Tax. 
Be. 71,176/12/6 was collected in the year under review.

CHAPTER YI 

PADDY PEOOUREMENT ORGANISATION. 

During the year under report P. F. Pearson, Esqr. M. B. B., I. P. S. 
the then President, Manipur State Darbar held charge of this Organisation. 

During the year this Organisation completed the construction of 6 paddy 
go-downs. Another big go-down was under construction. 

A paddy committee was set up with the President, Manipur State 
Darbar and three other members of the Darbar. This committee with a 
small staff including Sjt. B. E. Jogendra as Head Clerk and Sjt. Akoijam 
Ohawbs Singh as Supervisor handled rice export and paddy collection. 

During the year uuder report this Organisation oolleoted and reserved 
24,867 maunds of paddy for emergency and to back up the Eohima supply 
when necessary. 

3,000 maunds of paddy were loaned to the Hiyangthang villagers and 
64 maunds were given free of charge, as relief, to Nambol villagers whose 
houses and other properties were destroyed by fire. 337 maunds were sold 
to the public at Bs. 3/10/- per md. 

During the year this Organisation exported 56,041 maunds of rice for 
I. T. A. through M/s Steel Brothers <fe Co. Gauhati. 

The Committee placed an order with M/s Steel Brothers & Oo., for 
two rice mills, and paid Be. 25,000/- as advance. 

A sum of Bb. 6,93,187/14/- was drawn from the State for running the 
Organisation. The profit of the year was Bs. 1,34,679/1/6. 

Statement of accounts for this Organisation is inoludod in Appendix IiVl.

Eogistra* for 86 ( thirtyfive ) days during the year. 

During the year under report 6,3 <)5 documents were presented for 
registration as against 5,998 in the previous year. Of these 4,321 wore 
registered, 400 were refused and 473 remained pending. Tho corresponding 
figures for the previous year were 5,082, 487 and 429 respectively. * 

The fees realised on account of registration of deeds during tlie year 
amounted to Rs. 19,577/11/- in stamp, inclusive of land sale fee, court 
fee, duplicate copy fee, judgment copy fee, fees for unclaimed deeds and 
visit fee. The cOrrespotadilig figure for the previous year was Rs .22,600 5/-. 

During the year under report a sum of Rs. 385/-/- in stamp was 
realised for registration of 3 private Companies under the Indian Coropanios 
Act VII of 1913 namely the Manipur Industrial tV Publishing House Ltd. 
tiho Modern Commercial Association Ltd. and the Manipur Motor 
Works Ltd. 

During tfae year 1,189 registration misoellaaeeiis eases wire filed to 
the StegistratioB Memfcer. Of these 767 were disposed of afid 432 remained 
pendiHg. 04 ilegistlntion Visit oases to be ctfected at private houses, 
were filed and all of them were di^osed of by the Sub- Registrar. 11 
Appeal Cases were filed to the Begistration Member against the orders 
of the Rural Panohayets. Of these 6 were disposed of and 3 renaafiied 
pending. 

VEHICLE TAX. 

Sjt. Sanjenbam Nodiaohand Singh, B. A. Minister in charge qf Begistra* 
tion Office continued to hold charge of Vehicle Tax Department throughout 
the year, assisted by a Sub-Begistrar attached to this Office. 

A tax is imposed on all bicycles at the rate of Bs. 2/8/- and Rs, 3/- 
respectively.

A sum of Rs. 1,013/8/- was collected on account of late 
payment fines ( inclusive of Rs. 6/8/- paid into the State Office after the 
30th June 1947 and was entered on 1-7-47 ).

remitted. The uncollected balance to{ the current demand was thus 

Rs. 20,105/-. On the 3()th June 1947 the total arrear outstanding there- 
fore amounted to Rs. 74,500/- and a sum of Rs. 1,849/B/- was collected 
on account of fines for infringement of Vehicle Tax Rules. 

The total collection during the year was therefore Rs. 18,337/8/- inclu- 
sive of fines against Rs. 46,670/8/- in the previous year. 

During the year under report 669 cases were filed, out of which 460 

were disposed of and 109 remained pending. 

MOTOR TAX 

A tax is imposed on all private motor lorries plying on the State 

Roads except those possessing n permit to ply on the Dimapur Manipur 
Rqad, jat the rate of 80.160/- annually or Rs. 60/- quarterly. The 
collection of this tax . is undertaken py the Registration Department. The 
Political Agent in Manipur is the Registering Authority of all motor vehicles 
in the State. 

During the year no tax of motor lorry was received.

CHAPTER IX 

EDUCATION 

Sjt M. Badhamofaan Singh, B. A., otfg. Member, Manipur State I^arbar^ 
was in charge of the Department until 4th August, 1946 ahd Captain M. 
K. Priyabrata Singh, B. A., Member, Muntpai* State Darbar, tot the rest 
of the year under report. Sjt. L. Thagoi Siikgh, B. A., continued to otiiciate 
as Deputy Inspector of Shoola until February, 1947 and Sjb M. Koireng 
Singh B. A., hold the post for tbs rest of the year. The former was 

on tour for 60 days and the letter for .30 days. The 2 Sub- Inspectors 

of Schools were on tour for 200 and 206 days respeotively. During the year 
2 meetings of the Education Standing Goinmittee were held. 

The uuinbor of Schools, functioning in the valley iluriag the year was 
96 (including 5 Jiribam L. P. Schools) with an overall enrolment of 14,1 19 
as against 12,673 for the preceding year, an increase of appruximataly 

11 p. c. These 96 Schools include 7 U. P. Schools, 70 Boj^s’ 1*. P. 

Schools, 6 Girls’ L. P. Schools, 3 Tols and 10 Madrassasi. The total 
number of teachers for all these Schools was 245 including 10 Matriculates, 
18 Maulvis and 6 Sanskrit Pandits. 

Buildings of some Schools having been destroyed daring the recent 
operations, those Schools had to carry on in hired pri%’wte houses. The 
State is reconstructing or repairing School houses where neoessary. 

U. P. Schools. 

The 7 U. P. Schools are located in Imphal and provide for the edu- 
cation up to class IV of children who have* passed the State L. P. Scho- 
larship Examination. During the year 377 childran sat for the State IT- F. 
Sobuilarsiiitp Esiaminatioa and 272 came out successful. 

Boys’ L. P. Schools. 

Of the 70 Boys’ L. P, Schools 16 are located in, Imphal area, 6 in 
Jiribam and the rest in the villages. During the year 1,')35 oandidates 
sat for the State L. P. Scholarship Examination and 1,266 oame out successful. 

Girls’ L. F. Schools. 

There were 041 girls on the roB® ® Girls’’ L. P. Schools 

dpring lAie yeer under rep>rt and out of 98 candidates who took the 
L. P. doholagship Examination 58 came out successful.

at Imphal presented 54 candidates at the Board's S Examinations ( Adya» 
Madhya and Upadhi ) and 14 came out successful. 

Education in L. P. Schools is free but not compulsory yet. 

^igh Schools. 

Johnstone High School : — The Johnstone High School was, as in 
previous years, under the management of a Committee of 5 members 
with the Political Agent as the Chairman and Secretary. With effect 
ffpm the Ist July, 1046 the School was converted iuto a State institution. 

,The School continued to receive an annual Grant of Es. 600/- from 
the Central 'Government, but the Provincial Govt. Grant was discontinued 
from the month of June, 1946. The School bad a Keserve Fund of 
Rs. 1‘,200/- ( one thousand and two hundred ) only left by Major General 
Sir James Johnstone K. C. S. 1., founder of the School. 

The Strenjgth of the teaching staff was 16 : — 1 M, A , 6 B. A. s, 1 
B. Sc., 4 I. A. B, and 4 Matriculates. 

The total enrolment was 482, average daily attendance being 90.87. 

Out of 439 hoys who appeared at the annual Examination 339 
were promoted. 

In this year 34 candidates wore sent up for the Matriculation Exami- 
nation. Result was not yet out. 

Tampbasana Girls’ High School : — 

The Tampbasana Girls’ High School became a State School with effect 
from l-6-46k The Committee of the School was dissolved and its manage- 
ment was taken over by the State ' Government, H. H. the Maharajah 
of Manipur remaining the patron of the School as before. The School 
provisionally recognized upto 1946, was granted permanent recognition 
on 10-1-47 by the Calcutta University. During the year the Scnool was 
staffed by 13 teachers : — 3 B. A. a, 1 under-gradnate ( female ), 2 I. A.s 

( one female ) and 7 Matriculates ( 3 female ). The total roll strength was 299 
including 4 Christian Kukis and 1 Kabui, the average daily attendance 
lieing 69.30 p. c. Out of 160 girls taking the School Annual Examination 
146 or 96.7 p. o. came out successful. Three girls appeared in the last 
Matriculation Examination of 1947. 

Churachand High School : — In the year 1946-47 there was an inrush 
of an unexpected large no. of pupils and the no. rose to 979. Average 
daily attendance was 628*72. The teaching staff numbered 20— ( i ) 4 
graduates, ( ii ) 6 , under-graduates, ( iii ) 7 matriculates of whom one is 
a dpeoialist in Arabic and Urdu and another is Hindi teacher who failed 
in the Kahit examination of Wardba (iv) one under-matricalate Hindi 
teacher tailed in Sahitya Batna examination of the Allahabad University.. 
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Main sources of inoOme were fees from pupils and the State grant 
ef Rs. 100/» p. in. and the hill capitation grant of Re. !/• p. m. > 

Income in the year was Rs. 27.266/2/4 and expenditure. Bs. 29,603/10/*. 
So the School had a deficit of Rs. 2,347/7/8. The deficit was due to a 
great exenditure in repairing works and purchasing furniture and Scientific 
apparatuses. 85 Candidates were sent up for the Metric examination out 

of which 28 came out successful — 2 in the 1st divn., 3 in the 2nd and. 

the rest 23 in the 3rd division. The statement regarding Matric result is 

not from any official intimation from the University as we are not as 

yet in receipt of it. 

Tombisna High School : — During the year, the Tombisna High School 
was managed by a committee of 10 members including two State nouiinoes, 
and had a staff of IG teachers — 4 B. A.*s, 2 B. Sc.’s, 1 I. Sc., 8 Matriculates 
and one Hindi Pandit. The school continued to receive a monthly grant 
iu*aid of Rs. 100/- from the State. Out of the 6 candidates who took 
the Matriculation examination 3 passed. Out of 424 who took the Schoors 
annual examination 356 passed. The school had an enrolment of 711, 
average daily attendance being 77‘25. 

Hills. 

Sadar Sub-division During the year under report, 24 Primary Schools 
were in operation as agaiust 21 for the preceding year. These 24 Schools 
include 1 U. P. School, l-j L. P. Schools, 8 Village Schools. Altogether 
27 High School scholarships were awarded to students from this side. 
The total enrolment of these 24 Schools is 1594, average daily attendance 
being 1156 : the Schools had 35 teachep in all. 

West Sub-division : — 25 Sohools-l M. E. School, 1 U. P. School, 4 L. P. 
Schools, 19 Village Schools were at work in this Sub-division during the 
year under report. The 25 Schools had an enrolment of 1326, average 
daily attendance being 977‘71 

Esu^t Sub-division :--In this Sub-division, there were in all 29 Schools — 

1 M. E. School, ] U. P. School, 4 L. P. Schools and 23 Village Schools 
functioning during the year under report. These Schools had an enrolment 
of 1356 and a staff of 52 teachers ( of which 13 are for the M. E. School ), 
average daily attendance being 1154'46.

13/- per hydrant for 
house connection per year. The year opened with an arroar deinaiid of 
Es.

makhong water during the dry season, a Military Diesel Generating set 
of 62 K. W. was purohased on 23-6-47. This plant has been arranged 
to supply current to Maxwell and Sadar Bazars, Uripok and Sagolbund 
lines during the times of peak load for about of 4 hours daily lietween 
7 i*. M. and 10 P. M. 

As there are no suitable tools and stock of materials in full, mainte- 
nance is being carried out with great difficulty. There was no whole day 

failure of light during the period though one or two branch lines failed 

for some hours from unEorsoen foreign causes such as flying foxes and 

branch and bamboo falling. 


CHAPTER X. 

AGRICULTURE. 

Sreejut Waikhora Chaoba Singh, B. A,, Darbar Member continued to 
bold charge of the Department throughout the year under report and 
Mr. D, M. Sen Gupta, B. Ag. (Bombay), Asst. Deputy Director of 
Agriculture of Assam who was lent by the Government for the benefit 
of the State continued to act a$ the Agricultural Officer of Dept, upto 
24-9-47. After he had left the Dept., Sjt. P. Chaoba Singh, L. Ag. 
(Mysore) was appointed as the Agricultural Officer of the Dept, from 
8-5-47 before completion of his training in the India Dairy Diploma iu 
order to get some help from him in ruuniug the Dept. He stayed in 
the Dept, upto 22-5'4~ during which he proposed to establish an Experimental 
Farm to carry on “ Mixed type of farming ” at Kanglatougbi, 16 miles 
from Imphal, This Farm is now in its rudimentary stage. The second 
Farm at Achambikei Mongjam is not satisfactory as there is lack of 
natural facility for agricultural development and less scope for farther 
extension. From 23-6.47 the now Agricultural Officer whs deputed on study 
leave by the Darbar to complete his training in the Indian Dairy Research 

Institute, Bangalore. 

During the year under report the Agricultural Member was on tour 
lor 10 days, the former Agrl. Officer for 36 days and hew Agrl. Officer 
for 3 days. One bonafide Agricultural student Sjt. Loitongbam Udhob Singh 
was also deputed by the State to the Allahabad Agrl. Institute for 
training in the Degree oourse. 
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In conneotidn with tho cuttle irapnwemont schfo*me, four breeding biilU 
(local breed) were purchased by the State. The bulls were released at Khurai 
Khomidok, Ivairung, Waiton, Kliundrakpom etc. and service-records were 
being maintained. The scheme is yet under study. As cattle problem 
cornea first in the way of agricultural improveihent, the Department is in 
its initial stage highly interested in the improvement of draught cattle. 
The question of dairying is yet to consider. Schemes for tackling with 

the problems like feeds and bidders ; pasture .iroa improvement ; castration 
of scrub-bulls ; establisliiug siu'vice eeatro'' etc. are under preparati m. 

The Department being in its infancy with insulfiMont teohnicil stalT, 
first requires to establish itself with all necessary sections in complete 

however it may be ou a small scale. It was during the period under 

report dirs’eted in the studies an 1 surveys of the local agrioultural conditions 
so as to formulate the real need of the agricuitunil population, in 

near future.

The court of the P. M. S. D. ( S. 0. ) was the original court of the 
original fishery cases and the appellate court of both the Land Revenue 
cases and Income tax cases.

Land Revenue Appeal cases ^The year under report opened with an 
arrear of 306 appeal cases as against 288 in the previous year. During 
the year under report, 186 appeal cases were filed ; and out of this, 67 
were disposed of. Out of the arrear appeal cases, 188 cases were disposed 
of as against 167 cases in the previous year. Soiiio of the cases di.sposed 
of were disposed of by the appellate P. M. S. D ( S. 0 ) and some by the 
Bevenue Tribunal whose chairman was Mr. F. F. Pearson, the then P. M. 
8. D. 236 cases ( both arrear and current ) remained pending. 

Income tax appeal cases : — The year \inder report opened with an arrear 
of 140 oases as against 132 in the previous year. During the year under 
report, 115 income tax appeal cases were filed as against 216 in the 
previous year. The then appellate court of P. M. 8. D. (8. 0.) disposed 
of 105 arrear cases as against 91 in the previous year and 196 current 
cases as against 116 in the previous year. 59 casses ( both arrear and 
current ) remained pending. 

8inoe the establishment of both Tribunals they held only one sitting 
in the month of June, 1947 in the Council Hall.
